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Luis Manuel Rojas, Member of

Charges With Bryan 


•ASHINGTON, April 5.—Luis Manuel Ro- 


jas, second vice-president of the Mexican 
Chamber of Congress, filed today with 
Secretary of State Bryan a senes of re- 


markable charges against Henry Lane Wilson, Amer- 
ican Ambassador to Mexico. Besides holding the of- 
ficial rank indicated Rojas is one of the most import- 
ant Masonic officers in Mexico, being Grand Master 
of that nation. Following are the charges: 


"I accuse Henry Lane Wilson, Ambassador of the 


United States in Mexico, before the just opinion of 
the great American people, as responsible morally 
for the political assassination of Francisco I Madero 
and Jose Maria Pino Suarez, president and vice-pres- 
ident of the Mexican republic, elected by the people 
in 1911. 


"I accuse Ambassador Wilson of having thrown 


the weight of his enormous influence, as the repre- 
sentative of the government of Washington for the 
triumph and in favor of an evident coup d'etat at a 
time when the destiny of Mexico was in the balance. 


WILSON THREATENED INTERVENTION. 


"I accuse Mr. Wilson, the Ambassador, for having 


concocted against the legitimate government of the 
people, represented by President Madero and Vice- 
President Suarez the threat of an immediate armed 
intervention of the army of the "United States during 
the days of fighting in the streets of our capital, 
when on tlie contrary all we democratic and liberal 
Mexicans expected to count upon the sympathy and 
moral support of the American people as the most 
just and democratic on earth. 


"I accuse Mr. Wilson of having had opportune 


knowledge of the coup d'etat, which General Huerta 
was preparing, in accord with General Diaz and of 
receiving in the American Embassy the envoys of 
both chiefs who desired to count with his support before -carry- 
ing through their attack. 


FAVORED FELIX DIAZ. 


"I accuse Mr. Wilson of manifested partiality in favor of the 


military reaction. Ever since the first time Felix Diaz rose up in 
arms in Vera Cruz Ambassador Wilson gave interviews to the 
American press praising the rebel chief, failing in the ordinary 
discretion of an Ambassador as becomes the representative of a 
great republic, thus giving proofs of being unworthy of his high 
mission. 


REFUSED MADERO AID, 


"I accuse Mr. Wilson that because of his personal antipathy for 


President Francisco I. Madero, which he showed in many ways, 
he would not use his great moral power with the men of the new 
government in his behalf. It is certain they would not have re- 
fused a clear and determined petition of Mr. Wilson, which was 
the only means of saving the lives of the prisoners. This he did 
not do in spite of cablegraphic orders from Washington, in spite 
of the passionate and pitiful appeals of Mrs. Madero and Mrs. 
Pino Suarez, in spite of the manifest desire of the other diplo- 
matic representatives, in spite of the petition that I made to him 
in the embassy in the name of the Masonic Lodges of the Valley 
of Mexico, of which I am actually the Grand Master, and m spite 
of the clamors for clemency of all the people in general. 


"I accuse Mr. Wilson of having known that Mr. Madero and Mr. 


Pino Suarez were going to be sacrificed with the pretext of an 
imperious political necessity, although General Huerta and Gen- 
eral Diaz made a solemn promise in the presence of diplomatic 
representatives that if the prisoners would sign their resignation 
their lives would be respected and they would immediately be 
allowed to leave for a foreign country. 


ANOTHER PILATIUS. 


"I accuse Mr. Wilson of having washed his hands, lie Pilatius} 


when the prisoners were not allowed to leave for Europe after 
having signed their resignations, thus mocking Mrs. Madero and 
Mrs. Pino Suarez, who because of the assurance Mr. Wilson made 
to them, were waiting for their husbands at the Vera Cruz rail- 
way depot. 


"I accuse Mr. Wilson that, although knowing that the new gov- 


ernment still retained as prisoners Mr. Madero and Mr. Suarez, 
after they had signed their resignations, thus breaking the prom- 
ise of which the same ambassador was a party thereof, he refused 
to put them under the protection of the American flag with the 
pretext that he did not desire to be responsible for the future ac- 
tions of President Madero and Vice-President Suarez. 


"I accuse Mr. Wilson, the American Ambassador, of double 


conduct, having one attitude and advice for the members of the 
new-born government and another, which he pretended to have 
with Mrs. Madero and Mrs. Pino Suarez. 


"I accuse Ambassador Wilson of not having accurately in- 


formed hirf government of the occurrences in Mexico and of al> 
ways justifying the victors. 
* 


GAVE ADVICE FREELY. 


"I accuse Mr. Wilson of having mixed himself up in the politics 


of Mexico to the extent that in answering a communication of 
General Huerta he openly advised him to have the Mexican con- 
gress authorize his acts. This was badly taken by the great ma- 
jority of Mexicans, especially as the government of the United 
States had not recognized the change of government in Mexico. 


"I accuse Ambassador Wilson of using means among the mem- 


bers of the American colony of this capital of Mexico to have th i 
government in Washington keep him at his present pn«rh Trip' - 
is no doubt that this would be repulsive to most Mexicans affcT

my study of the educational depai t- 
mtnts of othor cities I found that the 
most up-to-date systems and those 
which were accomplishing the most, 
\vero those where there was a division 
of duties and an expert in charge of 
each division. An educator cannot bo 
j. practical mechaniL, noi can a puu-j 
tlcal mechanic be an educator, unless 
there Is a sacrifice of knowledge in 
either of these lines. 
To be the best 


mechanic it is necessary that one de- 
vote all the time and attention to that 
line of work. 
To bo an educator it 


is necessary that one devote all hia 
time and. study to his special line of 
work. 
If -there be a division of at- 


tention or time there must be a loss 
MECHANICAL AVOKK STECESSARY. 


"And so if we arc to have the very 


best department, the mechanical work 
must tie cared for, a mechanic giving 
his entire time to that work. The ed- 
ucational division must be conducted 
by an educator who is devoting his 
time 
to 
Investigating 
methods 
of 


teaching, courses o£ Instruction, and to 


, those who are being instructed and 


I those who are In charge of those be- 
! ing instructed. 
If the one In charge 


of the educational division is hamp- 
ered by deciding mechanical details 
or matters outside of his division his 
efficiency is impaired and we are not 
giving the best to the school children. 


"Following out this line of thought 


the board of education

A iummltti.e of 


experts was selected. 
Kach member 


of this committee was an authority 
nn n certain branch of school worlf. 
Some knew of a certain branch ol en- 
gineering work, another of lighting n 
school loom, another of the 
use of 


the fcchool house as a civic center. Rc- 
poit3 were "secured fiom other de- 
paitments where the most up-to-date 
methods w«ie installed and when all 
this data had been collected the com- 
mittee drew up its own report on what 
a modern school building ought to con- 
tain. 
Tills report was handed over to 


the architects and much that is good, 
useful and which makes for efticcncy 
has been embodied In tile plans for 
the schools now under course of con- 
struction 


"The board Is engaged at the pres- 


ent time In reorganizing the courses 
of study as well. Kducatora o£ woi Id- 
wide fame have been giving this sub- 
ject a great deal of thought and study. 
Before going Into this subject I want j 
to call your attention to the friCt that 
in the public schools there are two 
classes oC pupils, phjsically speaking. 


OtJTGKOW CMTJuBHOOD. 


"There is the real child, he or she 


of the elementary grades, and then 
there are the older brothers and sis- 
ters, those who are just on>tho border 
of maturity 
The latter cannot be 


treated as children for they are not 
children. 
They are restless, the cur- 


rents of a newer and deeper life are 
running- through their veins and they 
need vital and modern subjects in or- 
der to claim their attention. 
They 


must be treated as young men and 
young women, not as children. 


"Unfortunately, in the reorganiza- 


tion of the grades tho intermediate 
school was termed tho intermediate 
high school, which Is distinctly a 
misnomer. 
The 
redivislon 
of 
the 


grades takes six years as tho element- 
ary school, three years as the inter- 
mediate and three years as the high 
school. 


"The old system of dividing grades 


is an heritage from our English fore- 
fathers and betore any recognition 
was taken of the real method 
of 


handling children. 
In the Intermedi- 


ate school, subjects are taken which 
will interest tho youth and make him 
feel that ho is no longer considered as 
a child but as a young man or wo- 
man being better prepared for a life 
estate. 
"This Is what wo must bear In 


mind constantly—that the schools are 
for the children and for giving them 
the best that we can. The schools are 
for the making of tho citizens of to- 
morrow, not for the exploitation of 
some pet system of study."

DISPLAY LACK OF TACT; 


IGNORE HOME INDUSTRY 


'AN FRANCISCO, April 5.— 


The exposition m a n a g ei\s 


! ha\e given a fresh evidence 


of their lack of tact and their 
disregard of local sentiment. 
California is one oi the great- 
est mining S t a t e s in the 
Union. It has at the State 
University one of the most 
renowned mining schools in 
the world, the graduates of 
which are eagerly sought for 


in all lands to operate mines and expert mining 
claims. 
4* 


But the exposition managers could not find in all 


the Pacific Coast any man competent to take charge 
of the mining exhibit. Graduates of the University 
of California were disqualified, it seems. Instead of 
seeking out local talent, the exposition managers 
went to an agricultural State in the east to get a 
man to place in charge of the mining exhibit—a 
teacher at that. Not a practical miner. They went 
to Minnesota and got a professor of geology in the 
State University there named Van Bamevelde to 
"head the Department of Mines. 


Professor Van Barnevelde is doubtless a good 


man, but it seems strange that the graduates of the 
State University should have been overlooked for 
this important position. It is easy to call off-hand 
the names of Califomians admirably qualified to 
take charge of the mining exhibit. There is J. Ross 
Browne, for instance, who is a citizen of Oakland 
and a graduate of the university, and who is known 
among mining men the world over as a master of 
his profession. His acquaintance among miners and 
mineralogists would have been invaluable in secur- 
ing exhibits and exhibitors. 


There is also Charles G. Yale, statistician of the 


United States Geological Survey, also a graduate of 
the State University and for many years editor of 
the Mining and Scientific Press, an acknowledged 
authority on mines and widely and 
favorably 


knovvTi in the mining profession. Mr. Yale has had 
precisely the training and experience to fit him for 
the work of the exposition. I do not know whether 
he would He willing to leave his position with the 
government to take the job, but if he were willing 
the fair managers would find him an ideal man. I do 
not know that Mr. Browne would take the job, but 
there are others, and it is strange that the fair 
managers had to go to Minnesota to find a man 
qualified to deal with miners and minerals. How- 
ever, this is only one of the many instances where 
local talent has been given the go-by that men may 
be brought out from the east. It so happens that 
the men brought out are practically unknown on 
this coast and their reputation in the east appears 
to be purely local. 
Knight Endorses a Legislative Reform 


I met George A. Knight in the corridor of the 


Palace Hotel yesterday and asked him what he 
thought of the present Legislature. 


"I endorse, without reservation, one of the lead- 


ing measures before that body. It is a measure in 
behalf of humanity, social justice and the economic 
welfare of the people of California. It has my 
hearty endorsement and I trust that every person 
in the State will perceive its wisdom and neces- 
sity." 


"What measure is that?" I inquired. 
"The bill requiring all canary bird cages to be not 


less than four feet square." 
Judge Lawlor's Prize Ring' Record 


Since Judge Lawlor gave himself a banquet to 


provide his friend, Senator Hughes of New Jersey, 
a testimonial which he could show to the President 
as a proof of Lawlor's high standing in San Fran- 
cisco, some' person, better disposed toward the 
community in general than toward the little judge 
individually, has forwarded to Attorney-General 
McReynolds a history of the Corbett-Choynski prize 
fight some years ago in which Judge Lawlor figured 
as a second, bottle-holder, rubber or something of 
the sort. 


Lawlor acted as master of ceremonies of the sec- 


ond engagement which took place on a barge at 
Benicia after the sheriff of Marin county had 
broken up the bout near San Rafael. 


Not content with telling the 
Attorney-General 


about this chapter in Lawlor's history, the volun- 
teer historian also forwarded the story of the little 
judge's close association with the Corbett-Fitzsim- 
muiis prize fight in Reno al a subsequent period. 
For some days before that contest Lawlor was a 
constant visitor at Corbett's training headquarters 
aad was one of his most enthusiastic supporters 
during the fight. His lament over Corbett's defeat 
was loud and pathetic. 


It is believed that these reminiscences will make 


a hit for the judge in Washington. McReynolds is 
not a devotee of the prize ring, but he is supposed 
to believe that an experience in seconding and di- 
recting prize fights qualifies a man ideally for the 
judicial function. 


The Bar Association has refused to endorse Law- 


lor for Judge DeHaven's position, but it is under- 
stood that Corbett and Choynski are willing to shake 
hands and unite in his support. It is their belief 
that the judgeship should be put to a physical test 
and that Lawlor is qualified under Queensbury rules. 
Judge Maguire Again Aspires 


Judge Maguire's friends are circulating a peti- 


tion to the .President for Kis armoiTitmpTit tr» 


ccod Judge Dellaven. Although classed among the 
hitv-'ui'ens in politics, Judge Maguire still has many 
friends \\ho remember that he was a splendid judge 
on the Sui,(.Tior Bench and had a promising eaieer 
before him until he fell into the hands of the Gal- 
laghers, \\lio persuaded him to run for Governor 
that they might get some jobs. 


The petition is being extensively signed and it is 


a testimonial to the good that is in human nature 
to hear so many men who were formerly bitter po- 
litical opponents of Judge Maguire lauding him as 
an honest and capable man and expressing the hope 
tht-t he nvy get the appointment. Lawyers gerer- j 
illy concede his fitness, even if they have given 
I 


their endorsement to some other candidate. I do not } 
know that Judge Maguire has any chance of being 
appointed, but he certainly is not lacking in friends 
and good wishes. 
CrocKer BanK Insured Ag'ainst Loss 


The public will be surprised to learn that the 


Crocker Bank has not lost a dollar by the defalca- 
tion of Charles F. Baker. That loss was fully cov- 
ered by an insurance policy taken out with Lloyds 
of London a few days prior to the discovery of the 
shortage. Thereby hangs a tale. 


A short time ago Lloyds sent out an agent to San 


Francisco to start a new line of insurance, taking 
general risks on banks as a protection against loss 
from fraud of all kinds. About twelve days prior 
to the discovery that Baker had been dipping into 
the bank's vaults for money to speculate in the 
stock market, the Crocker Bank took out a policy of 
$150,000, covering the general risks of banking. 
Baker also carried a $50,000 policy as a guaranty 
for his honesty. This policy and the Lloyds' policy 
covered the entire shortage. 


Lloyds charges a very high premium on these poli- 


cies and the initiation fee they had to pay in the 
Baker case was a high price for getting business. 
But it will pay big in the end. Bankers all over the 
State are falling over themselves to take out blanket 
policies, insuring themselves against fraud and em- 
bezzlement. Lloyds' agents are taking all the risks 
offered them. 
Wing'field Enters S. F. Finance 


George Wingfield, the mining and financial king 


of Nevada, has recently entered the banking field in . 
San Francisco. 
He and his banking partner and 


confidential agent, William Johnson, have acqu'ired 
a large block of stock in the Merchants' National 
Bank and Johnson has been elected a vice-president 
of that institution. It is supposed that he will take 
an active part in directing the bank's operations. 


It was rumored around town that Wingfield Was 


seeking to gain control of the bank, but I under- 
stand such is not the case. Wingfield and Jjolmson 
control several banks in Nevada and they wa'nted to 
establish a connection in San Francisco. It was not 
their intention to gain control, but to acquire an in- 
terest that would give them a voice in the manage- 
ment. John S. Spring of Berkeley is one of the prin- 
cipal stockowners in the Merchants' National Bank, 
being associated with Gavin McNab and Alfred 
Myerstein. 
Wingfield is one of the big four con- 


trolling the bank. 
Judge MurasKy's Bad BreaK 


Judge Murasky has got himself in bad with the 


lawyers and with many of his friends by making an 
explanation of why he endorsed Judge Weller. He 
intended his explanation only for private circulation 
among the women, but the women have published 
it and made him ridiculous. 


Murasky publicly stated that he had known" 


Weller for twenty-five years as an honest, capable 
and upright man and he endorsed him as a man of 
integrity and high character.

The death of William S. Goodfellow recalls 
the 


decadence of the San Francisco bar. Up to a com- 
paratively recent period, the bar of this city was 
eminent for character, talents and legal profundity. 
But the great men have nearly all died off and 
there is none to take their places. The mental 
poverty of the younger generation of lawyers is 
notable and lamentable. Twenty-five years ago the 
bar had such brilliant ornaments as Judge Garber, 
General Barnes, Hall McAllister, Judge 
Stanley, 


Judge Stoney, George R. B. Hayes, Samuel M. Wil- 
son and a dozen more lawyers whose reputation ex- 
tended throughout the country. Goodfellow and his 
partners, John R. Jarboe and Judge Harrison, stood 
in the front rank with these men. 


Who are their successors ? Every member of the . 


old guard is dead, and, with the exception of Gar- 
rett McEnerney, Charles S. Wheeler and Stanley 
Moore, none of the younger generation sustains the 
ancient reputation of a bar that had no superiors. 


Goodffillow was far more than a mere 
lawvefr i 


He was a highly educated, scholarly man and well 
grounded in the principles upon \vhah 
American 


and English jurisprudence is founded, lie rever- 
enced the law as an m.strumom of justice and en- 
lightenment and had a hearty contempt for all men 
^ho used it simply as a means to accomplish ends 
at variance with good morals and good government. 
Corn of Scotch parents in New Zealand, he studied 
in Edinburgh and was first admitted to practice as 
a barrister at the Inner Temple in London. He took 
a high place immediately on coming to 
California 


and until the day of his death ranked among 
the 


ablest members of his profe°<-ion. 
His lova'ty to 


clients was proverbial and his I'earlessness almost 
amounted to temerity. lie was never in awe of a 
judge on the bench. If the judge's ability and 
character did not claim his respect he would not 
demean himself by pretending to believe that an in- 
ferior man was made superior by robing him 
in 


judicial ermine. 


Early in his career in this city he gained a repu- 


tation which he sustained during life by an action 
peculiarly characteristic. He passed a title for a 
bank and inadvertently omitted to mention 
that 


there was a mortgage of $5000 on the property. 
When he discovered his mistake he promptly paid 
off this mortgage out of his own pocket at a great 
personal sacrifice without being solicited to do so 
by his clients. That act at once established him in 
the community as a man to be trusted. 
Goodfellow and Simon Seymour 


For a number of years Goodfellow was attorney 


for Simon Seymour, proprietor of the 
old Russ 


House, and on one occasion it became necessary to 
defend a suit in the justices' court brought by a 
patron of the hotel, who claimed that he had brought 
a valise when he came and did not get it back when 
he went away. 


Seymour claimed that he brought no valise, and 


produced two witnesses who testified that they saw 
the man when he registered and that he had no 
valise with him. The plaintiff produced four wit- 
nesses who testified that, they saw him come in 
with a valise and go away without one. The court 
took a recess and when proceedings were resumed, 
Goodfellow was given a list of eight witnesses whom 
he had never seen, but who were present in court 
to call. "What are these men going to swear to?" 
he asked. 


"Well," said Seymour, "the plaintiff has called 


four witnesses to swear that they saw him come in 
with a valise and go away without it. I brought 
these witnesses to testify that they saw him take 
it away with him." That was too much for Good- 
fellov/. 
i 


"You go and pay that man for his valise," he 


said, and picked up his hat and left the courtroom. 
Rolph Starts a New Deal 


The appointment-of Dr. Thomas Shumate as 


Police Commissioner is the announcement by Mayor 
Rolph of a definite and different policy. He is going 
to have a Rolph administration and will not here- 
after permit the municipal conference to dictate his 
appointments and frustrate all his intentions. Every 
appointment he has made at the instance of the 
conference has proved a disappointment and an 
obstacle to the designs he had in view. 


Every one of the municipal 'conference appointees 


is opposing his program and has endeavored to balk 
him at every turn. They got their jobs from him, 
but they take their instructions from somebody else. 
Rolph has at last discovered that he can never ac- 
complish anything so long as he allows himself to 
be tied up and thwarted by a combination which has 
no sympathy with him or the aims he has in view 
and who are absolutely averse to anything like 
reciprocity and unity in the administration. 


Max Kuhl is an example. As soon as he took of- 


fice he developed a plan to make San Francisco as 
nearly like a New England village as possible. He 
was for regulating everybody out of business and 
treating the ordinary gaities of city life as malefac- 
tions to be sternly suppressed by law. His idea of 
a police commissioner was the selectman of a village 
in Vermont where everybody goes to bed at 8 o'clock 
and gets up at 5 o'clock to feed the chickens and milk 
the cows. He has been a contiguous exasperation 
to Rolph ever since he took office. 


Yet Kuhl can perceive the absurdity {hat he prac-

They insist 
that the city shall cut off its nose to spite its face 
and are vociferously contending that no agreement 
should be made with the United Railroad or with 
anybody else under the ban of their displeasure. 
''Modesto" Easton is a great reformer, a noisy purist 
of the village type and t> statesman of the 
cross- 


roads school. Ilis nickname tells where he came 
from, but it does not tell the story of how he came 
to leave there, nor the record he left behind as a 
defender of the home and domestic purity. 


Desperate efforts are boing made by the illustrious 


trio mentioned to make figures lie, the effort being 
directed to mathematically transmute a deficit into 
a surplus. An effort is being made to prove that 
the Geary street railroad is the most remarkable in- 
stitution of its kind on earth, that it does not de- 
preciate and that it is paying, although the profits 
above the cost of operation do not provide for a 
sinking fund to redeem the bonds. It is proposed 
to offer a prize in the public schools for the pupil 
who can figure out a profit from the loss. 


But sober thinking men are beginning to ask

Seasonable Rains Help Farmer and 
Fruitgrower. 


The late March and early April rains are doing an immense 


amount of good for the grai$ fields and the pasture lands in the 
State. Orchards and vineyards have been benefited also, for the 
rainfall has been so gentle and the winds accompanying it so light 
that no damage has-been done to the trees in blossom or on the 
earlier bearers on which the fruit was recently set. As a rule, 
however, the thinning out of the blossom or immature fruit by a 
wind storm seldom does any real"harm. Indeed, it usually im- 
proves the crop as a marketable product and performs the func- 
tion of thinning outrwhich the average grower does not have the 
courage to perform himself, and the average tree in a California 
orchard is an excessive blossom-producer and fruit-bearer. 
If 


the elements fail to thin out the crop and the orchardist does not 
have the courage and sagacity to perform that service to the tree, 
the latter exhausts its capacity for properly maturing the fruit 
and the owner loses money in the marketing of his crop, because 
the apparent excess in the volume of the fruit is more than offset 
by the inferiority of quality and the poor^price it commands in 
the market. However, if the late rains have in any part of the 
State prematurely beaten off a small percentage of the blossom or 
newly-set fruit, the benefit of nature's timely work will show it- 
self at harvest time. 


One remarkable feature of the winter's rains has been an al- 


nwst total absence of a surplus surface drainage. The streams 
have consequently scarcely more than half filled their beds and 
storage reservoirs Jiave derived but very little benefit from any of 
the rainstorms of the season.

Though few people arc aware of the 


fact, the national government gave tha 
motor tiuck industry a substantial boost 
last September, when Congress passes 
the postoffico 
appropriation 
bill. 
At- 


tached to thi-5 bill was a "rider" which 
aroused very 
little 
comment, mainly 


because its importance was not under- 
stood. Tho "rider" in question was i 
provision for the building of good roads 
throughout the countrv, tha work to 
b<- carried on in conjunction with tha 
efforts of local authorities In the various 
states 


The importance of this "rider" to the 


motor truck industry cannot b? over. 
estimated. 
Xot onlv does the primary 


idea of the bill, tho improvement of roads 
tli'-oughout the country through federal 
aid, mean a vastly increased field, of op- 
eration for power vehicles, but the ac- 
tual work when it is undertaken will 
open a great ooportuniry for the use of 
the very vehicles in road building- ser- 
vice. Demonstrations made by cbntrao- 
tois all over the country prove that tht, 
Tiotor truck is vastly superior to the 
horse in road building, because tho for- 
mer will do 400 per cent more work in 
hauling materials and supplies in the 
eama time. Therefore the truck industry 
will benefit two ways—in employment or 
machines in dojng the work and in the 
increased demand for the vehicles which 
the improved highways will create. 
The plan outlined in the government 


bill is an excellent one. It calls for an 
appropriation of $500,000 to be spent In 
improving roads selected by tha govern- 
ment, over which rural delivery is or 
may hereafter be established. Each state 
In the Union is to be allotted about §8000 
for, the improvement of two post roads 
each year, with a reserve fund of about 
$2000 to be spent annually In the main- 
tenance of such <-oafls. 
To avail them- 
selves of the government cash each state 
must expend twice these amounts in 
road building and maintenance, the work 
to be done under the supervision of lo- 
cal authorities. 


All over the country the practability 


of motor trucks on road building has been 
proved. One eastern contracting firm has 
been using a Gramm truck In this work 
for several months and reports that the 
^chicle is accomplishing the same results 
as five two-horse teams did under the 
old system 
The truck, equipped -with a 
5-ton dumping bod\, not only carries

Is only "ostensibly established" by a 
manufacturer, but is fixed "high" for 
tho purpose of having something to 
"throw off," to negotiate with or "trade" 
with, It Is crooked business. The manu- 
facturer v.-ho does It is crooked and the 
retailor or dealer also is crooked. Tho 
trusting or unskilled buyer, is "ileeoed." 


The department of justice Is. by pend-

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ANCIENT EGYPTIAN AND CHINESE INCUBATORS 


The art of successfully hatching eggs 


by artificial methods Is an ancient one. 
Certainly it was practiced in Egypt and 
probably in China, before the Christian 
era. The Egyptian method was mentioned 
by DtodoruE and Aristotle, and from time 
to time by other observers up to the pres- 
pnt time. 


The Egyptian incubators are hu?e ovens 


or small buildings with tremendous egfi 
capacity and operated by men who do 
their work whilo actually wit'.iin the in- 
cubator chamber. 
Tho necessary degree 


of heat is secured by burning some com- 
bustible material, as dried duns, and the 
temperature regulated by the proper ad- 
justment of the fire. Of course, thermo- 
meters are not used, the operator depend- 
ing upon his sense of touch 10 keep the 
incifbator at the proper temperature. 


The flreless brooder Is also an ancient 


device, apparently, having been used by 
the Egyptian poultry raisers since the cen- 
tral hatcheries were established. 
The 


npwly-hatched chicks were placed In small 
boxes ns cages, from tho tops of which 
lambskins were suspended. 


In China .1 radically different method of 


incubation has been developed. The eggs 
ate placed in largo earthenware Jarf, 
heated by a small flre underneath. 
At 


hnti'hmj timn the eggs are sprt-:td out on 
shelves and 
closely 
covered 
v.-ith soft 


blankets. 
The number of incubators ib 


incioasi'd according to the necessities of 
tiio business. It will be. noted tnat the 
Chinese hatcheries use batteries of small 
"machines" and the Egyptian establish- 
ments the ".Tsamir.olh" ir.cul'atorp. 


Professional producers of baby chicks In 


China fu-.uently open up small shops. The 
work of hateaing I 
1* dono in a rc.ir room, 


the front portion being reserved fur a store 
or office, \\hee the i gys are received und 
tho chicks delivered. 
A recent observer 


states that the operators of these. Chinese 
hatching establishments are able to de- 
termine the so\ of r'.uolrs as soon as these 
are hatched. When taken from tho shelves 
the ehu'ks are divided, coi'keix-li, being 
kept separate from tho pullets. Purchas- 
ers may then secure the sev they desire, 
ejrc; producers taking the pullets and grow- 
ers of table poultry cao cockerels.

LETTER IS DISPATCHED. 


The letter follows: 
"April 3, 1913. 


"To the Executive Committee of the As- 
sociated Students, Stanford University. 
"Gentlemen: The executive committee 


of the Associated Students of the Univer- 
sity of California met last Bight and in 
the course of the regular business, dis- 
cussed the present football situation be- 
tween the two universities. 
"The University of California does not 
beliei'e ta placing undue emphasis on 
the questions which seem to be at issue. 
Friendly relations between Stanford and 
California are of importance, not only tc. 
the two universities, but to the alurr.m 
of both and to the advancement of Rugby 
on the coast as v,-ell. Technicalities have 
obscured the present questions; the situa- 
tion Is full of unfortunate misunderstand- 
ings' occasioned by the fact that the is- 
sues really in hand have been allowed to 
overshadow far more Important ones.

From Cattle Pointed Out 


by U. C. Professor. 


BLUE-BLOODED BOW- WOWS TO , 


BID FOR RIBBONS AT SHOW 


UNIVERSITY OF CALIFORNIA. April 


5.—"The loss of human life due to tuber- 
culosis contracted from Infected animals 
is of infinitely greater consequence than 
the tremendous economic loss," declares 
Professor C. M. Haring of the department 
bf agriculture In p. notable bulletin made 
public today. He continues: 
"Scientific 


frivestigatlors Indicate that a certain per- 
centage of human tuberculosis Is of bo- 
vine origin, the germs being readily trans- 
ferable through the milk, butter and Im- 
properly cooked flesh of Infected ani- 
mals " 


Professor Harding makes in his bulletin 


an earnest plea for caution on the part 
of cattle raisers. He tells the symptoms 
of tuberculosis In cattle and methods ot 
preventing communication. Regarding the 
danger he says: 


"The disease is readily transmitted from 


cattle to children when infected cows' 
milk is used as food. It Is admitted by 
the best authorities that intestinal tuber- 
culosis, 
skin-tuberculosis, and 
bone - 


tuberculosis of man, are often of bovine 
origin; researches by Dr. Park of the New 
York City Board of Health indicate that 


j about 12 per cent of the total Infections 
from tuberculosis In children are due to 
Infection from bovine sources. 


"Bovine tuberculosis IB a menace that 


no stock raiser or dairyman can afford to 
Ignore. 
Over twenty per cent of one- 


thousand cows, recently tested In seven 
different counties in the San Joaquin val- 
ley, reacted to the test and were con- 
demned. Furthermore, the disease Is In- 
creasing. 
Figures from the reports of 


meat inspectors in San Francisco show 
that the number of cattla coming from 
this valley, which, are affected with tu- 
berculosis, has Increased from nine-tenths 
of 1 per cent to 9 per cent In five years. 
The economic losses from the disease are 
enormous, amounting to over half a mil- 
lion dollars per year In tils state alone.

The rapid developments in 


alfalfa planting during the last twenty 
years, combined 
with 
the 
extensive 


changes from wheat to barley culturp. 
should naturally be followed by an In- 
crease In the number of swin raised. 
Twenty-five years ago there were more 
hogs In California than there are today. 
According to t"ie census and the crop 
reports of the United States Department 
of Agriculture, there were In this state 
n 18S6 over 1,000,000 head of swine. By 
1900 this number fell off to 598,336 head, 
and even now it Is about 800,000. 


"One of the chief reasons why ranchers 


In California do not engage more ex- 
tensively in swine raising Is tile fear of 
loss from hog cholera. Prom reports re- 
ceived at the hog serum laboratory It Is 
thought hos cholera killed 50,000 head of 
hogs in California last year. They would 
have been worth, for pork, 5425,000, but 
taking into consideration . their increase 
In weight and numbers, and the savins 
In feed and fertility which they -would, 
have wrought, their death loss totaled 
over $700,000. In one county alone tho 
loss from cholera was at least $85,000. In 
another it was $130,000. According to re- 
ports recently received at the Agricultural 
Experiment Station, the disease now ex- 
ists in thirty-three counties of the state."

HUMANITY HEARS 


DISASTER'S CALL 


Nation Stirred by Appeal From the 


Flooded Districts of 
the 


Middle West 


IHB storms 
and floods which 
have recently swept the middle 
west with such, an appalling 
loss ol life and property have 
stirred the cation to d^ep*'st 
sympathy. 
While there has 
been much reflection over the 
cause of the disasters and their conse- 
quences, man's weakness and man's pluck 
In tlia face of such natural phenomena, 
there ha? been a marked tendency of al! 
writers to cry "help the needy" first 
and to reflect afterward. 


"Humanity's best impulses respond to 


an appeal," says the Chicago 
Record- 
Herald. The disasters will "bring thou- 
sands of hands to the work of rescue," 
comments the Buffalo News, while the 
Seattle Dally Times declares that "it 
would seem that the whole town of Se- 
attle has risen to the aid of the suf- 
ferers." 


While the appeal for help has gona 


out from all quarters there have 'also 
been some lessons dtown from the clisas. 
t ITS. The New york Tribune speaks or 
t:io "sheer American pluck with which 
a beaten community shakes Its head and 
rnturns to the fight" as in the case of 
fian Francisco, which will "always re- 
'.main the example of American cour- 
'age before overwhelming disaster." 
It 


adds: 


We venture to add that the Ameri- 
can spirit in the face of disaster is 
more than wisdom and better than 
safety. 
The whole country today 


throbs with sympathy for the hard 
hit cities and towns. 
The prompt 


telegram of President 
Wilson said 


well what each bf us feels. 
Best 


of all, the whole- country shares in 
the pride and pluck of a stricken 
city rising from its ruins. So reads 
the story all along the Hne. 
The floods are "a terrible reminder ot 
the peril which comes from denuding 
the country of its forests," warns tha 
Chicago Daily News. 
Concerning re- 
forestation the same paper points out 
that "it is wel] established that floods 
in river valleys are largely prevented 
by a heavy forest covering along the 
headwaters of the -streams. The humus,- 
roots and litter of the forest floor col- 
lect and hold the moisture- In sponge- 


like fashion. Consequently there is bet- 
ter and slower distribution and flow dna 
the destructive influences of the waters 
sue practically 
eliminated. 
Moreover, 
snow melts slowly in forests." 
"There must be careful study of pre- 
ventatlve measures, urges the Chicago 
Record-Herald, "but thf present need 
is to assist the .suffering." 
"There is nothing which our indomit- 
able national spirit can not vanquish," 
declares the St. Ixwis Globe Democrat," 
which also has a word or two to tay 
regarding the wise ones who declare thft 
climate Is changing. "Equally baseless," 
it says, is the common idt-a that cjclonic 
storms are more frequent than in for- 
mer years. They certainly do more dam- 
age and get Into the newspapers more 
often. 
In un unhablted country, or one where 
there, was but an occasional barn or fence 
to damage, cyclones In forme*1 times at- 
tracted little general notice. It heard of 
at all, but -when the sarno country be- 
cvarno thickly populu-trd tuul buiUlmss of 
value were- erected, the same cyclones 
r< ap a harvest of death and destruction 
of property which challenges attention 
and inspires honor. 
"The impression, that the climate Is 
dunging Is u. widespread one. In spite 
of the fact that the weather records show 
a general adherence ever long pcnodu to 
an average state of climatic conditions, 
nothing Is more common than to hear the 
sage opinion expressed that therj is a 
radical change In the climate. TUere will 
be great climatic changes in the course 
of time. They have occurred In the past, 
as geologists can show us. but we shall 
have to have a much longer lease of life 
than Methuselah had to see them." 
The Springfield Republican lias used

come." 
The "worst" Js Congress which

neither this nor any other country under 
the sun has over before enjoyed."
